Improvement by Industry Adds : 


Much to Future of City of 
Richmond 


TWO KILNS BEING ADDED 


Production to Be Increased To 
40,000 Square Feet of Tile 
Per Month 


Greatly Increased demand for its 
product in California has caused the 
California Art ‘Tile company, 
at Twenty-seventh and Maine avenues 
to make improvements that will 
double its capacity. The latest ad- 
ditions are two new kilns and stacks 
representing an additional investment 
ot about $1£.000. They are built o1 
the most modern and practical fire 
brick, and the outside of both kilns 
and stacks are attractively decorated 
with the company’s products. One of 
the kilns is already completed, and 
the other will be ready for operation 
in about three weeks. 

At the present time, about 20,000 
equare feet of art tile are produced 
every month, but after the new pro- 
Ject is in operation, 40,000 square | 
feet will be forthcoming from the | 
plant. The company now employs 
35 men, but in a short time, 
number will also be nearly doubled 

The California Art and Tile com- 
pany is the only one of its kind in 
the northery part of the state, so 
the demand -or its product is natur- 
ally great. The scope of this com-

“RAZZING” THE CONGRESSMAN 


Former Congressman Samuel E. Winslow of Massachusetts is of 
the opinion that there is too much ill-considered criticism of mem- 
bers of congress. ; 

Washington swarms with lobbies representing various interests 
and movements having axes to grind. When their demands are 
not met they build a fire under the congressman with the folks 
back home and too many people are willing to echo complaints and 
charges made against their representatives on Capitol hill. Mr. 
Winslow says: 

“So far as I have been able to determine individuals of a 
constituency of a member of congress neither told nor initiate much 
censurer of their representative unless it be through the unavoidable 
and desirable differences of opinion in respect to the viewpoints of 
political parties. It is not until the propagandist of one sort or an 
other begins to stir things up that individuals discover their 
long time respected citizen, ‘at the moment a member of congress, 
is a bonehead or a man incapable of appreciating the true inwardness 
of things. Once this depreciation of a member of congress is start- 
ed within his constituency the propagandist through local repre- 
sentatives and by virtue of this, that,-or the other influence, keeps 
it going. Friends from “back home” begin to send in letters and 
telegrams, trade and commercial organizations “resolve” and transmit 
by “‘unanimous vote” of this, that or the other committee or board, 
and they deluge congress with these communications. 

“I am in favor of having intelligent and hones: expressions of 
opinion sent to members of congress from whatever source, whether 
_at home or ata distance, but when this sort of propaganda develops 
like bacilli ovérnight it is nothing less than’ a shame. Members of 
congtess have all they.can do with their office, committee and floor 
work. For'the most part they want to do it and do it well but if 
they are to be deluged as they are time and time again throughout 
a session with communications meaning nothing but the result of 
some great propagandist influence they have neither time nor 
strength to thjnk and to work as they should and as they desire.”
